3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Enzmann (2004/01 36555). 

-Regarding to claim 10, Enzmann discloses a method of a wireless 
earphone (200) (see figure 2) with a built-in mobile communications module 
comprising: 

step (270) (see figure 2) of using a wireless electronic dial-up device 
(270) to send digital data "transmitted validation code" (see [0049]); 

step (260, 230) (see figure 2) of receiving said digital data and then 
generating digital signals using a built-in wireless communications module 
(260, 230), wherein the digital signals are the output "activation code stored" of 
device (310) (see figure 4, [0049], and signals outputted from digital devices 
"registers", "latches", "flip-flops" being embodied in device (320) (see figure 4, 
[0045]); 

step (320) (see figure 4) of using a digital signal processor (320) to 
process said digital signals and then outputting a control signal "verification 
signal" (see [0049]); and 
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step (320, 330) (see figure 4) of controlling said mobile communications 
module to accomplish full-duplex communications, or namely 2-way 
communications, by allowing the 2-way communications between device (260) 
and device (220), (see [0049]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

-Regarding to independent claim 1 , none of prior art of record teaches or 
suggests wireless earphone which comprises a mobile communications module 
used to receive a first remote signal and emit a first reply signal; a digital signal 
processor connected to said mobile communications module and used for 
processing digital signals; an earphone connected to said digital signal 
processor; a microphone connected to said digital signal processor; and a 
wireless communications module also connected to said digital signal 
processor and used to receive a second remote signal and emit a second reply 
signal,
